Reference Services 


Reference librarians at each location are available to answer inquiries 
made by telephone, by mail, or in person. All have solentlflc-technica 
backgrounds and special training in the most advanced techniques of 
performing computer-assisted literature searches. They are familiar 
with DOE'S many information/documentation programs and with the nation' 
energy-related information resources. Together they offer a broad 
base of educational and work experience for their task of providing 
complete and timely information to those who need it. 

A vast array of materials on subjects of interest to the Department is 
available to the librarians through the library’s own holdings, on-line 
terminals. Indexes and abstracts, DOE information centers, and other 
libraries. Using these facilities, the reference librarians are able t 
provide rapid and comprehensive bibliographic reference service to DOE 
headquarters personnel. Contractors and the general public are welcome 
visit each location and use its facilities; staff limitations, however, 
restrict the amount of reference assistance that can be provided.

To have foreign-language dccuinents translated, call the Circulation Des 
(376-902^) or a reference librarian, who will arrange for a qualified 
translator to do the work within a reasonable length of tl/ne. Any 
item over five pages in length must be accompaniod by a statement of 
justification. 


Public Document Room 


The Department of Energy is required by law to make certain categories ■ 
documents available to the public for inspection and copying. The libr. 
maintains a collection of such documents, along with current indexes to 
them, in the headquarters Public Document Room. Among the various type 
of documents included in the PDR collection are; 

1. Decisions and Orders of the Economic Regulatory Administration, 
Federal Energy Regulatory Commission, Board of Contract Appeals 
and Contract Adjustment Board. 

2. Records of Waiver Requests on which a Final Determination has 
been made. 

3. DOE Environmental Impact Assessments; Draft and Final Environ- 
mental Impact Statements (with accompanying co(rjr.ent lotter.s and 
reference material). 

4. Memoranda of Understanding between DOE and other agencies and 
organizations. 

5. Minutes and transcripts (when made) of meetings of DOE advisory 
committees, task forces, panels, etc.; other related documents. 

6. DOE Rules and Regulations, including those for Procurement and 
for Property Management. 

7. DOE Manual and accompanying management directives. 

Any division or office wishing to make material available to the public 
through the Public Document Room must contact the PDR before delivering 
the material or making an announcement about its availability. Materia 
for’ the PDR collection will be accepted only after consultation with th 
PDR librarian.
